The Lighthouse to be built of »Ibiie or hard brick, the form 
rom d. The foundation to he sunk three feet or n* much deep­ 
er as may be necessary to make the fabric secure, lo he built 
up solid and laid m bert lime moriar. 
Tb© tower to be thirty 
feet high from the surface o f the ground—the diameter ol the 
ba.e to lie eighteen teet, and Ihet of the top nine feet, the 
thickness of the walls at ihe base to bo ihree feet, am ito 
bs uniformly gradiiaied to twenty Inches at the top. 
The top 
to be arched, on which is lo be laid a deck of snap Htone,elov- 
eu feet diameter and four inches thick—the pieces forming it 
to be clamped together with iron clamps set in lead, and (he 
joint* filled in with lead. 
On one side of the deck to bo a 
scuttle door to enter the lantern two feet square, Ihe frame 
of which to extend down the whole thickness of the arch, to 
be of cast iron, and the door an iron fiame covered w l'h cop­ 
per, at lea*t thirty ounces to the square foot—with an iron 
handle oa the upper, and a bolt on the lower side, and good 
wrought Iron hinges, 
'I’he walls both Inside and out to be vxmll pointed with strong 
rnortnr, and white washed twice over at least. 
There at© t« he three windows in the tower of twelve lights 
each, of eight by ten gbiss, in strong frames, and a door six 
feet by three, made of double Inch board., cross nailed, with 
substantial wrought iron hinges, and a good lock and latch. 
The door posts to be of dres“ed stone, at 1 asl ten inches 
square, tlie cap and stool or sill, to be of the same Ihickne.s 
of granite, dressed on the ouisi.le, to exftiiid in widvh the 
whole thicku' s.s of the wall, and to which (he door posts 
are to be iiermaiienlly secured with dowel* at the top and bot­ 
tom, 
1'he ground floor to be well paved with bri' k ot stone. 
A surticient number of circular dressed stone stairs, not to ex­ 
ceed eight inehes rise, to lead treni the ground floor lo wUhiii 
•even leet of the soap stone deck, one end ol each step to be 
worked in the wall, the other to go up pinrn, Ibrmlng'a new- 
ell, guarded by a good iion hand railing, subetanlially secured 
to the wall with iron eye-bo!ts. 
From the platform at the top 
of the s'sirs. to the enti ance of the Isnlern, to be an iion bid­ 
der with steps, the usual distance apart, to iqtial tw o inehes 
squaie. 
t>n the top of Iho Tower to b ea wrotrghtiron frame I.aiilern 
of the octsgon form, the parts of which lo be one and a hall 
inches square,lo extend down into Ihe stone or brick work 
five feel, and well seoured with anchors. 
The height and 
diametei of the lantern to be sutflcient to admit an iron sa-h 
in each octagon, to contain eighteen squares, 11 by 9—fiftten 
of which lo be glazed with the beet double glass Irorn the Bos­ 
ton maniifectory—the other three square^ or lower tier to be 
ofsheei copper ot thirty on ccs to the square foot.

'J'he dome I о be formed ofslxieen 
iron roturs or ribs,concentrating in a n iron hoop or neck,four

Tlie Lighthouse to have в complete electrical conductor 
made of copper, three quarters of an inch diameter, with an 
approved electrical point—to be substantially secured with 
proper eye bolts and stays to the ba-e, tower and dome—to ef. 
tend in height al least four feel alo,ve ilio top of the ventila- 
tor or vane, and in depth at lea.-t four (ept into tho earth, 
forming an obtuse »ngle from the perpendicular ofthe founda­ 
tion of the L'shlliouse. 
The ftsvelling House to he of stone or hard biirk, thirty-four 
feet by twenty from out to out •, one story of eight leet in the 
clear, divided into two rooms with an entry b etw een ; the 
»tairs to lead to the chamber!' and to the cellar, to he in the 
entry, A chimney with a fir© pi о e iu each tomn, w bh Iron 
or Slone hacks and sides. 
A cellar under the wliole of ine 
house with sntficient walls ol stone, to suppiw 
itie xvalls ol 
the house, which are lo lie twenty inclitts Miick, the whole 
laid up in strong lime mortar and to be well pointed. 
The 
roof to be itctaiigulur, the lo irJs of which to he jointed and 
halved, the roofjoists not to be less than three inches by five 
al the r dge, and* three inchc.<hy seven al the foot. wiHi cellar 
beams seven inches by three—llie joists to be placed not over 
two feet apart—the whole to be well secured and covtied 
w ilhfiisl quality shingles. 
There are to be three windowsill 
each room, of sixteen lightis., ol eight by ten glass each, and 
one of the same dimensions in each cliainber. 
'i'lie doors to 
be four pannelled, with first quality hinges and thumb latch to 
each, a good lock on the outside door, and a bolt and thumb 
latch to the back passage dour. 
A closet in each rriom with 
good lock to it. 
All the fioors to be double and well nailed— 
the joists ol the first floor to be twelve by three inches and of 
the second to be ten by three inches square, to be laid not ex­ 
ceeding two feet apart. 
A'so a Kitchen attached to the dwelling house, fourteen feet 
by twelve in the clear, the walls of stone or brick eight feet 
high, with double floors, the joists of the first floor lo be 
twelve by three inches, and of the second ten by three inches 
square, two windows und one door, besides a Joor lo comimi- 
nicaie with the dwelling house.
